FOR TELEPHONE INTERVIEW

1. (Currently Amended) Transmission procedure of at least one data stream to at least one terminal, 
each of said stream or streams being made of stream units, wherein at least some of said stream 
units include at least one pointer that points to at least one other stream unit of said stream or of 
another stream that may have been received previously in the terminal, called a required previous 
unit, so that the processing of said stream unit is not performed in said terminal if the required 
previous unit or units have not been received, and wherein said pointer is a dependency pointer, the 
dependency pointer being distinct from any sequence number said stream unit may have and being 
included in a dependency descriptor of said stream unit, said dependency descriptor describing said 
dependency pointer.
